Public Meeting

ROLL CALL: Present  on  silent  roll  call  were  President  George  A.  Smith  and  Directors  George 
Georgeff, and Edward Dabrowski. Absent:  Director Matthew Timmer.  Also present were Derek Snyder, 
NIES Engineering, Inc.; John Bach, Public Works Director; Michelle Kobeszka, Recording Secretary; 
Mark Knesek, Operations Director; and Rhett Tauber, Board Attorney.

1.  Mr. Snyder reported that a Request for Quotes is being sent to three contractors for hydro 
excavation of pipelines along the railroad to verify pipe sizes and depth for the proposed water main 
crossing. 

2. Mr.  Knesek  described  a  recent  water  main  break  at  5th  Street  and  45th  Street.  Since  this 
intersection is planned to be improved in 2018, Mr. Knesek recommended that the water main be replaced 
before the intersection improvements begin, and that the replacement continue south to 98th Street, as 
breaks have occurred in that section recently as well.

3. Attorney Mr.  Rhett  Tauber  stated  a  letter  is  being prepared in  a  few weeks  for  the  Hearing 
Guidelines for residents who appeal their shutoff notice..

4. President Smith discussed the agenda items.
